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4 species of the weevil families Attelabidae and Apionidae are for the first time recorded 
from Turkey, all of them found in Northeastern Anatolia. 
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In the course of the faunistic survey in Northeast- 
erm Anatolia, many weevils have been newly re- 
corded from Turkey. In this paper, data on the dis- 
tribution of species of the families Attelabidae and 
Apionidae are reported. The material on which this 
paper is based is deposited in the Entomology 
Museum, Erzurum, Turkey (EMET) and Zoologi- 
cal Institute, St.Petersburg, Russia (ZIN).
